AGAINST BIENNIAL SESSIONS. 
The Senate Committee on Slate Affairs, 
has made a report adverse to the adoption 
of the Biennial Session resolution. 
This 
was not unexpected. 
Senators Burrows 
and Anderson, both on the same Commit­ 
tee and both from Dane county, agreed that 
Biennial Sessions are not economical. They 
represent the interest of Madison, and 
probably could do nothing else than to 
report against the resolution. The grounds 
on which the resolution is opposed, are 
that 
the 
measure 
is 
not 
an 
economical 
one; 
that 
flexible 
codes, and frequent changes in the laws 
are necessary to meet the changed condi­ 
tion of affair; that the institutions of the 
Slate need watching, and this watching 
can only be dono by annual sessions; that 
the investigation of affairs connected with 
the State will be less thorough if Biennial 
Sessions are adopted; that annual sessions 
give more experience to more men aud 
prove and educators; that Biennial Sessions 
will greatly prolong the sessions, and will 
debar the farmers who are elected from 
being present in the later sprmg, and con­ 
sequently, they, can not attend without a 
•‘great sacrifice of 
private interests 
(this 
to pretty good, but the farmers 
won't bite at such bait) that amendments 
to correct the abuses of a State Adminis­ 
tration, will be delayed under the Biennial 
Session system, and hence great wrong 
will be done the State ; that the change 
proposed by extending the terms of Sena­ 
tors four years, tends to remove further off 
the influence of the people in the election 
of United States Senators; that State Sena­ 
tors will seldom expect re-election, hence 
be less susceptible to popular Influence 
than now, and their votes less likely to re­ 
flect the popular choice. 
These are some of the objections which 
the majority of the Committee offer against 
Biennial Sessions. They go farther than 
this, and give some comparative figures 
regarding the expenses of the Legislatures 
in Illinois and Ohio. 
These Skates are 
twice as large as Wisconsin, in population 
and hence would have far more legislative 
business to transact, and therefore the com 
Pinson* are not the best the Committee 
coaid have made. It cited Michigan in 
1875 and'76, when an extra amount of 
State panting was done, but says nothing* 
about the cost of the sessions held since 
then. If the Committee wanted to be fair 
and square In the matter of comparative 
figures concerning the cost of the two sys­ 
tems of holding sessions, why didu't it say 
something 
about 
Iowa 
and 
Minnesota,

consin ? These States have tried Biennial 
Sessions, aud any attempt to change them 
would be overwhelmingly crushed. 
It 
would have been better simply as a melter 
of justice, had a comparison been made 
between Wisconsin, and the States of Iowa 
and Miooeso:a ; and the impression will 
gain ground among observing mea that the 
reason why they were omitted rn the com­ 
parison, is that the figures would have 
shown that Biennial Seesion* in these 
States are more economical and better than 
ann11*1 sessions in Wisconsin. Then again 
the Committee we* cageful 
to

nothing about Indiana, or Missouri, but 
went cut of i i way to bring rn Kansas 
For these reasons the report is a very one­ 
sided one, and does not do justice to the 
subject It shoo1* have been thorough 
whether it was for or against annual ses­ 
sions. 
We repeat, that In this matter the Ga­ 
zette has no personal feeling concerning 
one system or the other.

TICKS ON SHEEP. 


M i l t o n J u n c t i o n , Feb. 12—1 am much 
perplexed with ailment of live stock: to 
wit. Ticks or vermin on my sheep 
I

now it seems the ticks would eat them up, 
they are geeing worai aud worse. 
How 
CSQ I eradicate the licks ? will benzine des 
troy the ticks and not hurt the sheep • I 
am in a hurry to know what to do.

I iei Ay —There are many remedies tar 
lice add ticks on sheep; some of them ara 
simple, harmless, and only of slight ser­ 
vice iu killing the parasites ; some, agata, 
are certain death to the ticks, & s, and are 
tar from simple, and U used without the 
greatest care, may kill the sheep also. 
Amoog the general cures for ticks, is 
strong tobacco water—say four pounds of 
common tobacco; boil this in about six 
gallons of water; then add about tour 
gallons more water, and four pounds of 
soda ash. The sheep should, if possible, 
be dipped, and kept in the bath two to tour 
minutes ; then tach sheep should be placed 
on a slanting, draining board. 
The fleece should be well Equeized, BO 
that the liquid which will run back into 
the kettle can bu again used for the re­ 
mainder cf the shtep. This will do for 
ten or a dczun sheep. A second dipping 
will insure the perfect destruction of the 
vermin; generally one dipping will suffice, 
not always. The sheep are to be housed 
and kept warm, if in cold weather, until 
thoroughly dry. 
Whatever remedy is 
used, every trough, Rack, post &c., must 
be thoroughly dressed with quick lime, 
soft soap, or some of the dressing used for 
the 
dip. 
One 
more 
very 
good - 
and 
sate 
dressing 
for 
destroying 
sheep ticks is sulphur and lard equal parts. 
Mix into an Ointment with common kero­ 
sene, the commoner the better. Mix Into 
a paste as thick as ordinary mole4?es. Well 
rub this into the skin of each sheep. Don’t 
omit along the back above all places. The 
above is not to be found in any printed 
formula but is with me original. I used it 
on my poultry for all kinds of lice. and for 
scurvey ct the pigs, which is paracitical, 
and nothing was so effective. The English 
shepherds use the old time blue ointment. 
Mercurial ointment generally termed an* 
guintum. This is sure to kill the tick bat 
is quite dangerous to the sheep also.
